BERLIN UP)—The biggest 
explosive assault ever against 
the Red wall dividing Berlin 
was carried out before dawn 
today. 


There was no immediate indication 
of who set the blast. 
The explosion ripped a three-foot 
sq uare hole in the wall and smashed 
600 windows in neighboring buildings, 
including 150 in a fire brigade head­ 
q uarters. 
West Berlin police said it was the 
biggest explosive charge laid against 
the wall in its 16 months of existence, 
although previous smaller explosions 
have caused more dam age to the 
wall itself. 
The explosion went off IOO yards 
from the site of another explosion 
Dec. 16. That time three men set a 
charge and gave themselves up to 
police five minutes before it went off. 
Both blasts went off in the Jeru- 
salem er Strasse. 8 00 yards from the 
U.S. Army’s checkpoint Charlie, at 
Friedrichstrasse.

The 50-member choir ended its 
singing and the voice of a priest rose 
in an ex hortation for peace among 
nations and understanding between 
men of different political persuasions. 
The 300 to 500-member congrega­ 
tion of y oung and old strained to 
catch his every word. 


The scene took place on a recent 
Sunday in Budapest’s Maty as Church, 
a multi-spired Gothic cathedral over­ 
looking the Danube from atop the 
river’s bluffs. 
The following day , the church-goers 
read front-page editorials on atheism 
in their morning newspapers while 
their children attended compulsory 
classes on atheism. 
The situation sy mbolizes the pres­ 
ent relationship between the church 
and the government in Communist 
Hungary - a tacit agreement to tol­ 
erate one another. 
“ The regime recognizes the religious 
attitude of the majority of Hungari­ 
ans,” an informant said, “ while at 
the same time encouraging atheism, 
especially among the y oung people.” 
“ The church for its part,” he con­ 
tinued, “ is careful to avoid say ing 
any thing that could be considered 
anti-regime, concentrating instead on 
generalities such as peace and broth­ 
erhood.” 
It has not alway s been this way 
in Hungary . Before the 19 56 revolu­ 
tion, the country ’s Stalinist regime 
tried to strangle the church by ob­ 
structing its activities by every pos­ 
sible means. 
The regime, to be sure, has not 
given up completely its attempts to 
turn the populace to atheism. 
But ex perience has taught that little 
can be done with the older citizenry , 
so the government is centering its 
attentions largely on y outh. 
The campaign, however, has not 
achieved the success its organizers 
had hoped. 
Communist officials readily admit 
that a few y oung people have been 
influenced and that attempts in rural 
areas to substitute atheist forms 
for weddings, christenings and fu­ 
nerals have had little success.

T hree public schools in Sharon. M ass., went without C hristm as 
trees in their classroom s this season in accordance with the decisions 
of their principals. 


A'hilt 
the wall dividing E ast and West Berlin w as ablaze with 
lighted trees as a sy mbol of rem em brance and hope to the millions in 
the Com m unist zone. the “ w all" dividing church and state in A m erica 
has presum ably , been saved from a serious breach—at least in Sharon. 
M ass. 


The Issue of separation of church and state, particularly as it 
affects the natio n s public schools is one of fundam ental im portance in 
our tim e. It is all the m ore controversial because the “ w all'’ is as 
tw isting and divisive as the one in Berlin, lf not as tangible. 
It is not m ade of cem ent blocks and barbed w ire, but opinions and 
CBS I om s. Inlik e the Berlin Wall, it is subtle, ill-defined, spilling over 
into areas w here it m ay not belong. 
This would seem to Ire the case in Sharon. F a r from being guilty 
of indoctrinating their students in the tenets of a particular faith, the 
principals have gone to the ex trem e of banning any thing rem otely 
connected with religion. 


The philosophy seem s to be: “ When in doubt, cut it out"—even 
though no one in the com m unity protested the trees. 
Thirty or so indignant m others m arched on the school, to no avail. 
W hatever their personal beliefs—and m ost gave nonreligious reasons 
for opposing the ban—they will he joined by m any who would protest 
that the C hristm as tree is a well-nigh universal sy mbol of festival and 
good will in the W estern world. To ban it on religious grounds borders 
on the ridiculous. 


The C hristm as tree serves the unique function of being both a 
religious and a secular sy mbol, cherished by believers and nonbeliev­ 
ers alike. If. as one principal ex plained, it has “ becom e linked with 
religion in the 
m inds of som e people." in the minds of m any others It 
is essentially “ pagan.’* like y ule logs and m istletoe. 
R ather than constituting an “ establishm ent of religion.” this beau­ 
tiful custom is one of the few bridges linking people across the som e­ 
tim es b itter gaps arising from religious dispute. 
The decorated evergreen in D ecem ber has come to stand for a 
certain spirit precious to m en of ail persuasions. W hether we call it a 
C hristm as tree or a Hanukkah tree or just a tree, the hum an feelings 
it ex presses a re the im portant thing—as im portant to the school chil­ 
dren of Sharon. M ass., as arithm etic and spelling.

Q—I have been taking cortisone for 
about eight y ears for rheum atoid 
arthritis 
and getting m uch relief. 
Lipase tell m e why a person taking 
cortisone is a poor risk for an op era­ 
tion? 


A—A person who is taking corti­ 
sone regularly and who has a sudden 
added 
stress 
such 
as 
a 
surgical 
operation 
m ay develop 
a 
critical 
deficiency of the essential adrenal 
secretion. Although this is a definite 
risk it is not a reason to forego a 
necessary operation. 


Since surgeons now understand 
this danger they m eet the problem 
bv increasing the dose of cortisone 
just 
before 
the 
operation. 
I he 
anethetist is alerted to look for 
signs of adrenal failure and to give 
m ore cortisone during the opera­ 
tion if such signs appear. 
A skillful m odern surgical team 
can pull y ou through an operation 
which is essential to y our well being 
although 
the 
am ount of cortisone 
needed m ay be m uch m ore than y ou 
are taking from day to day . 


D—R ecently I heaivl about .surgical 
planing of the skin. It is supposed to 
be a great aid for pitted skin. I have 
enlarged and clogged pores and tiny 
ruptured blood vessels in m y cheeks 
Is this process safe and would it be 
helpful for my condition? Is it very 
ex pensive? 


A—The process y ou m ention is safe 
in the hands of an ex perienced plastic 
surgeon and im proves the appear 
a nee of persons with deeply pitted 
skin due to sm allpox or acne. It 
would be less effective for the condi­ 
tion y ou describe. As for the ex pense 
of any operation that is not an em er­ 
gency , this is a m atter that should be 
brought 
up and discussed 
frankly 
with the surgeon. Usually a m utually 
satisfactory 
arrangem ent 
can 
be 
m ade even by a person with lim ited 
m eans.

Q—What is the cause of black and 
blue m arks and w hat can be done 
about them ? 


A—W henever any thing, usually a 
blow or a fall, causes a sm all blood 
vessel under the skin to break, som e 
Wood escapes into the tissues. Like 
the blood in the veins, it loses or has 
lost m ost of its dissolved ox y gen and 
takes on a deep blue color. As heal­ 
ing takes place this blood is broken 
dowR and absorbed and the black and 
blue becom es a pale greenish y ellow. 


It usually takes IO to 12 day s for 
the black and blue area to return 
to its norm al color and as a rule 
nothing need be done for it. 


If however it is on the face and it 
is very im portant to hide it. cos­ 
m etic preparations are available in 
drug stores and beauty shops that 
can be applied. 


Q— I ain a 36-y ear-old woman in 
good general health. I have a net­ 
work of tiny veins around my nose 
and cheeks. Although I am a tee­ 
totaler. I look like a heavy drinker. 
This is em barrassing to m e. What 
can I do? 


A—Although som e alcoholics d e­ 
velop the superficial dilated veins y ou 
describe, alcoholism is not the cause. 
Knowing this should relieve at least 
some of y our em barrassm ent. 
In 
som e persons the tendency to develop 
these veins is inherited. A skin spe­ 
cialist m ay be able to get rid of them 
for y ou with the use of an electric 
needle.

"The q uestions put to Factor by 
Robert Kennedy , sources close to 
Factor said, concerned the contro­ 
versial 1933 kidnaping case in which 
Factor asserted that he was abduct­ 
ed by Roger Touhy , a prohibition era 
gangster. Touhy served a prison term 
for the crime, but insisted to the day 
he was assassinated in 1959 that he 
did not kidnap Factor. 


"A Chicagoan, who has known Fac 
tor for y ears, reported that at one 
meeting w’ith Robert Kennedy , Fac­ 
tor rem arked that he might have 
been better off if he had not contrib­ 
uted $20,000 to the President's cam ­ 
paign.” 


Smith’s story also said, "another 
associate of Factor said his pardon 
plea was backed by a host of Califor­ 
nia politicians, including Gov.

AACHEN, Germany (ft — A huge 
legal investigation is going on here 
in connection with thalidomide, the 
drug 
which 
thousands 
of 
parents 
associate with the birth of deformed 
children. 


In the town of Stolberg. just out­ 
side Aachen, thalidomide was de­ 
veloped by the pharmaceutical firm 
Chemie Gruenenthal. 


A special prosecutor’s task force 
has established itself in Aachen's 
court building. It is assembling re­ 
ports from all parts of the world. 


The aim is to find whether there 
is positive evidence of a link be­ 
tween thalidomide and malformations 
in babies bom to mothers who took 
the drug. 


Many doctors believe there is. and 
the drug was taken off the market 
more than a y ear ago when it first 
came under suspicion. 


The 
manufacturer 
insist* 
final 
proof is lacking. Its scientists argue 
that the rate of deformities was not 
alway s identical with the sales curve 
of thalidomide. 
They say 
reports 
from the Philippines and Hungary 
show that malformations increased 
even 
where 
no 
thalidomide 
was 
marketed. 


The official probe has been run­ 
ning since late 1961. 


Prosecutor H. Havertz, In charge, 
has made no direct comment on 
findings so far. But he said recently 
they indicated that the spread of 
malformations 
had 
a 
cause 
and 
could have been prevented. 


Havertz has received more than 
500 criminal complaints against the 
manufacturers. A firm cannot be 
held 
criminally 
responsible 
here. 
Havertz has to determine whether 
c h a r g e s 
of criminal 
negligence 
should be filed against any individ­ 
uals at Gruenenthal. 


There are still no definite statis­ 
tics on the number of deformed 
babies bom to mothers who took 
thalidomide. 
Estim ates 
for 
West 
Germany vary between 2.000 and 
6.000. Parents of deformed children 
need not register such cases. 


Thalidomide 
was 
developed 
in 
1954 and sold in Germany under the 
trade name Contergan. It was swal­ 
lowed daily by thousands of sleep- 
seeking Germans. Animal tests had 
established that even the heaviest 
dose could not be fatal, so doctors 
favored Contergan in prescriptions. 


Following 
the 
alarming 
reports 
about births, Contergan was with­ 
drawn from sale Nov. 26, 1961. Nine 
months later, health authorities re­ 
ported a slump in defective births.
